one L-shaped seal heinpr r rossed into another L-shaned seal on both sides; 

one end of the b oth surfaces of the L-shaped seal being concavo and the other end being 
convex, and the concavo of one L-shaped seal and the convex of another L»-8haped seal 
being crossed lengthwise and widthwise on the both sides ; 

the L'shaped seal witha hole on the flat surface being fitted 1^ a slide on the fixed ehelU 
and 

the Li'shaped sesils crossed on these three-dimensional sealing sur&ces being^arranged 
in a dxcumfbrential direction of the cylinder.

both ends of one round sux&oe and the otber flat svir&oe of some Trobaped seals are 
concavo and both ends of one round siui&ce and the other flat surface of other L-shaped 
seals are convex; and 

either L-shaped seal has a hole on the flat surface. 

Claim 6 (currently amended)- A sealii^ device aooording to claim 5, in which the 
L-shaped seal with both convex ends does not have a hole on the flat surface.
